I). Washburn, of Massachusetts, Minister

BOLD BANK ROBBERY AT NORWOOD- 


T h e C a s h ie r L o c ke d In a V a u lt by a P o s t- 
O fllce C lerk, 
By T elegrap h to The Freem an. 
W at e r t ow n , March 11.—One of the bold­ 
est bank robberies that has occurred in this 
section of the State in many years took p lace 
at Norwood, St. Lawrence County, Satur­ 
day. 
F. L. Smith, Cashier of the Norwood 
Bank, was alone in the building about noon, 
when Charles Phelp s, Post-Office Clerk, en­ 
tered 
and 
asked 
for 
some 
stamp s. 
Mr. 
Smith 
step p ed 
into 
the 
v ault to get them 
when Phelp s quickly 
closed the door and turned the combination, 
locking the Cashier in. 
The robber then 
turned to the money drawer and took all the 
p ap er money that it contained, $ 278, leav ing 
sev eral hundred dollars in 
silv er. 
The 
amount would ordinarily hav e been much 
larger on Saturday, but business had been 
light that day and the robber’s booty was 
p robably not nearly as large as he had ex 
lected. 
Phelp s had made arrangements to 
lav e 
a 
horse 
ready 
and 
with 
it he started at once for the Canadian border, 
about 15 miles distant. Meanwhile a custom­ 
er entered the bank and saw what had hap ­ 
p ened. 
He heard the Cashier calling to him 
from the v ault, and being instructed as to the 
combination released him. 
Promp t action 
was taken to p rev ent Phelp s crossing the 
border, but nothing was heard of the robber 
until the midnight train arriv ed, and he 
was discov ered as one of the p assengers. 
He 
had 
gone 
by 
a 
circuitous 
route to Brasher Falls and taken the train 
there hop ing to ride through Norwood at 
midniclit without being detected and then go 
on to Ogdensburgh where he could easily 
cross into Canada, but p arties on the train, 
who knew him, had learned of the robbery 
and up on arriv ing at Norwood he was deliv ­ 
ered ov er to the 
officers.

found on Phelp s’ p erson. 
He was kep t in 
charge of two officers ov er Sunday and was 
taken to Canton Jail to-day to await the ae- 
tion-of the Grand Jury.

F oreign M in isters und an A ssista n t Secre­ 
tary o f th o T reasu ry.

W a s h in g to n , March 11.—Mr. Beck ap­ 
peared in the Senate this morning and took 
the oath of office before entering on his third 
Senatorial term.

of the Cabinet was confined to Senators. Air. 
Palmer is not now a Senator and while 
every Senator, it is said, wanted to vote for 
him, it was deemed best not to depart from 
the rule and his nomination went with the 
rest. 
The President sent the following nomina­ 
tions to the Senate today: Thomas W.Palmer, 
of Michigan, to be Envoy Extraordinary and 
Minister Plenipotentiary of the United States 
to Spain; John F. Swift, of California, to be 
Envoy Extraordinary and Minister Plenipo­ 
tentiary of the-United States to Japan; John 
D. Washburn, of Massachusetts, Minister 
Resident aud Consul General of the United 
States to Switzerland; George Tichenor, of 
Illinois, to be Assistant Secretary of the 
Treasury, vice Isaac H. Maynard, resigned. 
The nomination of George Tichenor was 
not asked by the Illinois delegation, and they 
rather objected to his being charged up as 
part of the State’s quota of offices. 
Secre­ 
tary Windom told one of the Congressmen 
from that State that Ticbenor’s appointment 
was his own, and should not he charged 
to any particular State. 
Ex-Senator Pal­ 
mer was interviewed over the telephone, and 
said his nomination was sent in without his 
knowledge aud he was uncertain whether he 
would accept. 
A gentleman who is in his 
confidence said he did not think the ex-Sena- 
tor would go abroad, but the opinion pre­ 
vails that hp will accept the honor tendered 
in this unsolicited manner.

BOLD BANK ROBBERY AT NORWOOD. 


T h e C ashier L ock ed in a V a u lt b y a P o st- 
Office C lerk.

W a t e r t o w n , March 11.—One of the bold­ 
est bank robberies that has occurred in this 
section of the State in many years took place 
at Norwood, St. Lawrence County, Satur­ 
day. 
F. L. Smith, Cashier of the Norwood 
Bank, was alone in the building about noon, 
when Charles Phelps, Post-Office Clerk, en­ 
tered 
and 
asked 
for 
some 
stamps. 
Mr. 
Smith 
stepped 
into 
the 
vault to get them 
when Phelps quickly 
closed the door and turned the combination, 
locking the Cashier in. 
The robber then 
turned to the money drawer and took all the 
paper money that it contained, $278. leaving 
several hundred dollars in 
silver. 
The 
amount would ordinarily have been much 
larger on Saturday, but business had been 
light that day and" the robber’s booty was 
probably not nearly as large as he had ex 
pected. 
Phelps had made arrangements to 
have 
a 
horse 
ready 
and 
with 
it be started at once for the Canadian border, 
about 15 miles distant. Meanwhile a custom­ 
er entered the bank and saw what had hap­ 
pened. 
He heard the Cashier calling to him 
from the vault, and being instructed as to the 
combination released him. 
Prompt action 
was taken to prevent Phelps crossing the 
border, but nothing was heard of the robber 
until the midnight train arrived, and he 
was discovered as one of the passengers. 
He 
had 
gone 
by 
a 
circuitous 
route to Brasher Falls and taken the train 
there hoping to ride through Norwood at 
midnight without being detected and then go 
on to Ogdensburgh where he could easily 
cross into Canada, but parties on the train, 
who knew him, had learned of the robbery 
and upon arriving at Norwood he was deliv­ 
ered over to the 
officers.

found on Phelps’ person. 
He was kept in 
charge of two officers over Sunday and was 
taken to Canton Jail to-day to await the ae- 
tion>of the Grand Jury. 
Phelps is a native 
of Norwood, who had fallen into bad habits 
of late and is said to be an opium eater. 


F ive French tourists, two of them ladies, 
have been murdered and robbed in the Yel­ 
lowstone National Park. 
The park was 
closed for the winter, but the party wished 
to see it before the rush of summer visitors 
began, and bribed a guide named Perry to 
conduct them through. Perry escajied by 
concealing himself, and has returned to 
Cheyenne. He gives a thrilling account of the 
butchery of the Frencjimen by Indians, but 
he is known to be a lawless character and 
suspicion Is fastened upon him. The law 
for keeping intruders out of the park had 
not been thoroughly enforced lately.

WEAVERS’ STRIKE IN MASSACHUSETTS. 


B e lie v e d no A d van ce w ill bo G iven und 
S tru g g le w ill be B itter.

F a l l R iv e r . Mass., March 11.—The wea­ 
vers’ strike for an advance in wages, which 
occurred this morning, is one of the most 
general in the history of labor troubles here.

do not number more

The operatives are very much 
pleased at the unanimous sentiment prevail­ 
ing and predict an easy victory. They 
claim that they can afford to mantain the 
strike for several weeks. 
It is the impression 
that the manufacturers can give an advance 
at present prices for cloth and can all afford 
to curtail production for even a short period. 
The Board of Trade say, however,that no ad­ 
vance will be given and a bitter struggle is 
antici paled.

WIN DO M'S FINANCIAL FEAT. 


Matth ew Marsh all furnish es in th e New 
York S u n a h istory of Secretary W indom ’s 
great financial feat of reducing th e interest 
on government bonds in 1881, w ith out eallin 
upon Congress. 
Th e preceding Congress h ad 
passed a bill for th e refunding at 3 per cent 
of th e |672,000,000 6 and 5 per cents, wh ich 
were to become redeemable in May and June 
of th at y ear, but President Ilay es vetoed it 
on th e ground th at it would embarrass th e 
National banks. 
But w ith government 4 per 
cents selling in th e m arket at 112, it was not 
consistent 
w ith Mr. W indom ’s 
ideas of 
economy to 
keep 
on 
pay ing 5 
and 
per cent, wh ich meant a loss to th e govern­ 
m ent of at least $ 10,000.000 per y ear. 
So 
with only $ 50,000,000 in th e treasury and 
about $ 105,000,000 of unissued 4 percents, 
h e boldly announced on April lltli 
th at on 
July 1st h e would pay th e $ 202,000,000 of 6 
per cents th en m aturing, or so m uch of th em 
as were not in th e meantime presented for ex ­ 
tension at th e pleasure of th e governm ental 
3j per cent. 
Had th e banks wh ich h eld th eir 
bonds as security for circulation combined 
and sent in th e wh ole sum for redem ption 
th ey would h ave embarrassed th e Treasury . 
But th is was not done. 
Each bank for itself 
was willing to accept th e 3J per cents 
instead of th e cash , and in a month all th e 
per cents h ad been sent in and stamped with 
an agreement on th e part of th e governm ent 
to pay 3) per cent, th e bonds to be redeem 
able at th e governm ent’s option. 
A sim ilar 
course was th en followed with th e $ -170,000, 
000 5 per cents, and h y August 12th th ese 
also h ad been ex tended. 
Th e bonds th us 
ex tended were in 1882 converted into 3 per 
cent bonds, and th e banks very gladly ac­ 
cepted th em. 
Since th en th ey h ave bough t 
millions of 4 per cents at rates wh ich will 
bring th em h ardly 2£ per cent if th ey h old 
th em till m aturity , and m any of th em h ave 
ex pressed a wish for a 2 per ceut bond 
to run 20 y ears. 
Th ese facts prove th e 
soundness and strength of th e governm ent’s 
credit among th e financial classes of th e 
country . 
Th e cost of th e transaction was 
$ 6,000 for printing and $ 1,500 for oth er ex ­ 
penses. 
Th e saving effected was at th e rate 
of $ 10,500,000 a y ear. 
Mr. W indom ’s com ­ 
pensation for th is great service was a h alf- 
y ear’s salary as Secretary of th e Treasury at 
th e rate of $ 8,000 a y ear. 
Th e problem wh ich now confronts Mr. 
W indom is ex actly th e reverse of th at of 
1881. 
He finds a surplus in th e Treasury and 
no bonds m aturing. 
Th is h as not been skill­ 
fully or profitably solved by Mr. Cleveland's 
“ Y oung Napoleon of Finance,” Ch arles S. 
Fairch ild, but Mr. Windom will soon set h is 
brains at work upon it. 


WHIS KY LEGIS LATION IN NEW JERS EY. 


Th e local option repeal bill in th e New 
Jersey Legislature, as amended by Senator 
Baker, a rural Democrat, th reatens th at party 
w ith disruption. 
Th e repealers were getting 
along swim m ingly un'il Baker brough t for 
ward h is am endm ent and was able w ith th e 
aid of Republican votes to fasten it upon th e 
bill. 
Th e Senate contains 11 Democrats and 
10 Republicans, h ence Baker found h im self 
the “ balance of pow er." 
T h e am endm ent is 
not much of a tem perance measure, but it 
furnishes to th e people of th e rural towns a 
partial antidote for th e loss of local option. 
It g ives th e people no discretion as to w h eth er 
they sh all grant licenses or not, but it gives 
th em the righ t w ith out lim it to fix th e price 
Of licensee. 
In the large cities, like N ew aik 
and J ersey City , this amendment does not 
prevail. 
In them the rates are not allowed 
to 
ex ceed 
$25 0. 
T h e 
local 
option 
feature 
would 
be 
of 
no 
value 


in th ese cities, since it could not be carried 
th ere, but th e dealers will get th eir licenses 
at a comparatively ch eap rate, as in many 
towns th e fees are likely to go up into th e 
th ousands 
Baker is plucky , and succeeded 
in|forcing th e Democratic Legislative caucus 
to accept th e am endm ent, as th e very best 
th ing th at th e dealers could get. 
Th e men 
of th e little saloons wh o are driven out of th e 
business by th is provision, will eith er take 
th eir revenge upon th e Democratic party nex t 
fall, or move over into New York and take 
th eir places under th e standard of tluit model 
ch ampion of free wh isky , David B. Hill. 
Th e adoption of th e am endment is signifi­ 
cant only as indicating a wh olesome fear on 
th e part of th e Democracy of th e temperance 
sentiment of th e state. 
Th ey evidently real­ 
ize th at Democratic zeal for th e wh isky trade 
may be carried too far. 
Th ey h ave seen 
county after county recording itself against 
license, and understand th e necessity of pla­ 
cating th e people th erein with a partial meas­ 
ure of restraint wh ile th ey take care of th e 
Democracy in th e big cities, in accordance 
with th eir pledges. 
But th e rural wh isky 
dealer, if h e remains a Democrat, is sure to 
be a sore-h eaded one.

THE NEXT PRESIDENTIAL ELECTION. 


The St. Louis Globe Democrat discusses the 
chances of electing a Republican President in 
1892, and comes to the conclusiou that it will 
depend upon the vote of either Indiana or 
NeWjYork. 
It points out that 182 electoral 
votes of existing states are as secure as they 
were in 1888 and 1884, and that to these can 
be added the thirteen votes of the four new 
states, making 193 in all. 
But the total will 
be raised to 414, and hence 208 will lie neces­ 
sary to a choice. 
The 15 votes of Indiana 
will sufllce for this and give an excess of two, 
or the 30 of New York will give a surplus of 
23. 
The situation is improved to such an ex­ 
tent that the party can win with Indiana 
alone, whereas at the late election it was ne 
cessary to have New York. 
All this is on the assumption that the new 
apportionment of Representatives w ill not be 
made in time for the election of 1892. It this 
is done, however, it is likely to change the lo­ 
cation of the Electors sufficiently to give the 
decision to the reliably Republican states. 
Thus, in the tables of populations' furnished 
by the World Almanac, a Democratic publi 
cation, for 1880 and 1888,wc find the increase 
from the earlier to the later period to have 
been in the reliably Democratic states 23 per 
cent, 
in

New 
York, 
New 
Jersey 
and 
Indiana) 
27 
per cent, aud in the re 
liably 
Republican 
states, 
including 
the admitted territories, 37 per cent. Should 
the membership in the House remain as at 
present, 330 members, this division would 
give to the solid Democratic states 115 Repre 
sentatives and 147 electors, to the doubtful 
states 58 Representatives and GO electors, and 
to the reliable Republican states 157 Repre­ 
sentatives and 201 electors. The present rep­ 
resentation is: Democratic states, 121 Repit 
sentatives 
and 
153 
electors, 
doubt 
ful 
states, 
58 
Representatives 
and 
66 electors, Republican states 151 Repre 
sentatives anil 195 electors. 
The gain to the 
Republican side is 6, and brings the states 
that are reliable for that party within seven 
votes of a majority or six votes of a tie. The 
territories of Wyoming and Idulio are mor 
ally sure of being admitted in time for the 
election, and will add six more votes. There 
only remains one more vote necessary, and 
this can be as easily won from Connecticut or 
West Virginia as from New York or Indi 
ana. 
There is no good reason why the appor 
tionment should not be made in time for the 
election of 1892. 
The census will be taken in 
1890 and be tiefore the present Congress at its 
last session. 
The fifty-second Congress will 
then have been elected, aud it would be fatal 
folly for the fifty-first to allow the apportion 
mcnt to go over if its successor should lie 
Democratic. 
There will be abundance of 
time for the present Congress to make the 
apportionment.

be a sore headed one. 


WIN DOM'S FINANCIAL FEAT. 


Matthew Marshall furnishes in the New 
York Sun a history of Secretary Windom’ 
great financial feat of reducing the interest 
on government bonds in 1881, without callin 
upon Congress. 
The preceding Congress had 
passed a bill for the refunding at 3 per cent 
of the |672,000,000 6 and 5 per cents, which 
were to become redeemable in May and June 
of that year, but President Hayes vetoed it 
on the ground that it would embarrass the 
National banks. 
But with government 4 per 
cents selling in the market at 112, it was not 
consistent with Mr. Windom’s 
ideas of 
economy 
to keep on 
paying 5 and 
per cent, which meant a loss to the govern 
ment of at least $10.000.000 per year. 
So 
with only $50.000,000 in the treasury and 
aliout $105,000,000 of unissued 4 per cents 
lie boldly announced on April 11th that on 
July 1st he would pay the $202,000,000 of 
per cents then maturing, or so much of them 
as were not in the meantime presented for ex 
^nsion at the pleasure of the government at 
84 per cent. 
Had the hanks which held their 
bonds as security for circulation combined 
and sent in the whole sum for redemption 
they would have embarrassed the Treasury 
But this was not done. 
Each bank for itself 
was willing to accept the 3 | per cents 
instead of the cash, and in a month all the 6 
per cents had been sent in and stamped with 
an agreement on the part of the government 
to pay 3J per cent, the bonds to be redeem 
able at the government’s option, 
A simlh 
course- was then followed with the $ 170,000 
000 5 per cents, and by August 12th these 
also had been extended. 
The bonds thus 
extended were in 1882 converted into 3 per 
cent bonds, and the banks very gladly ac 
cepted them. 
Since then they have bought 
millions of 4 per cents at rates which w ill 
bring them hardly 2i per cent if they hold 
them till maturity, and many of them liav 
expressed a wish for a 2 per ceut bond 
to run 20 years. 
These facts prove the 
soundness and strength of the government 
credit among the financial classes of the 
country. 
The cost of the transaction was 
$6,000 for printing and $1,500 for other ex­ 
penses. 
The saving effected was at the rate 
of $10,500,000 a year. 
Mr. W indom’s com­ 
pensation for this great service was a half- 
year’s salary as Secretary of the Treasury at 
the rate of $8,000 a year. 
The problem which now confronts Mr. 
W indom is exactly the reverse of that of 
1881. 
He finds a surplus in the Treasury and 
no bonds maturing. 
This has not been skill­ 
fully or profitably solved by Mr. Cleveland's 
“ Young Napoleon of Finance,” Charles S. 
Fairchild, but Mr. Windom will soon set his 
brains at work upon it.

partial antidote for the loss of local option. 
It" gives the people no discretion as to whether 
they shall grant licenses or not, but it gives 
them the right w ithout limit to fix the price 
of licenses.

C hicago, March 11.—The rumor is that the 
iron mills of this section would shut down 
before long because the prices now paid for 
manufactured products had become so low 
that the mills are being operated at a loss, by 
prominent manufacturers. 
“ I have heard of 
no Concerted action to shut down the mills,” 
said B. F. Jones, of the American Iron 
Works, “ I am sure our woi^ks will not shut 
down. 
Prices arc low, there is no doubt, 
but of course there is some profit in the 
busiuess still or we would not run. 
The 
American Iron Works will continue In opera­ 
tion.” 
A.M. Bicers said he was not aware of any 
action having been taken by the manufactur­ 
ers looking to a shut down of the iron and 
steel mills, and lie was confident no such ac 
tion has been taken, but the manufacturers 
most sincerely feel a depression in the iron 
trade, and unless there is a decided improve­ 
ment in the business soon, mills which have to 
depend on Chicago and the East for their 
market, will have to close down or operate at 
a loss. 
On January 1 the railroads advanced 
freight rates most inopportunely and this, in 
connection with the high prices of labor, has 
absorbed all the pofits in the iron manufac­ 
turing industries. 
Had the railroads ad 
vanced 
rates in October or November, 
when orders were plentiful, the manufactur­ 
ers could have home it, but coming at the 
time it did, the action precipitated a threat­ 
ened depression in trade. 
Calvin Wells had not heard of the rumor. 
I know,” said he, “ that we will not close 
our 
works. 
While there is 
not much 
profit 
in 
the iron 
business to-day, 
it pays better to run at present prices than to 
shut down. 
The failure of the Reading 
Works, so far as I am informed, will not 
affect any of the iron firms in this City."

This shows an apparen t in crease of 81,707.78 over 
the expen ses of the previous year. In justice how­ 
ever, to the outgoin g Common Coun cil it should be 
stated that in last year’s paymen ts are in clud ed sev­ 
eral large accoun ts which were con tracted for in 
former years, in clud in g a bill for plumbin g at the 
City Hall in 1880, amoun tin g to 8837.77; also on e for 
broken ston e furn ished in 1887. amoun tin g to 
52,425.14, an d on e for repairs to Kin gston Hose car­ 
riage, amoun tin g to $59 7.50. 
We have also been compelled to purchase 2,000 
feet of hose, at a cost of $1,600. Ded uctin g these 
items, it will be foun d that the expen d itures of the 
fiscal year just closed have n ot exceed ed the aver­ 
age of former years. 
Durin g the year the receipts applicable to the 
gen eral fun d have been in roun d n umbers $42,500, 
sbowin tt a d eficien cy of about $5,000. 
With the growth of our City an d the con sequen t 
In crease in the. n umber of lire hyd ran ts,street lami« , 
an d ord in ary expen ses, it must be apparen t to the 
taxpayers as well as to ourselves, that the City can 
cl with 
n o lon ger be kept m a con d ition to correspon d 
its growth an d comparative position with other 
erous cities, with an appropriation limited to 
prosper 
$40,000. 
Thia should be- in creased by an ad d ition of at least 
*6,000 to meet presen t n ecessities, an d in eases of 
emergen cy callin g for un usual expen d itures, the 
Common Coun cil should be in vested with authority 
to levy by tax a maximum sum of $50,000, an d 1 urge 
that prompt measures be taken to secure such au­ 
thority from the Legislature. 
Durin g the vear the bon d ed in d ebted n ess of the 
City has betn red uced $25.380 an d n ow amoun ts to 
$453,9 60. 
Action has also been taken by which $68,000 of 6 
per cen t, bon d s will be refun d ed by the issue of 3 n er 
cen t, bon d s, thereby effectin g an an n ual savin g of 
$2,040 in in terest. 
The question of sewers has agitated the public 
min d to some exten t. Those who feel the n eed of 
sewers are more outspoken in their d esire an d are 
more active in pushin g their con struction . 1 his is a 
subject that requires your careful con sid eration . In 
con n ection with it I would in vite your atten tion to 
these suggestion s: 1. The ad option of a system that 
will give perman en t relief. 2. t he con struction of a 
main trun k sewer an d the location of its outlet in a 
place beyon d d ispute 
3. The obtain in g of the con ­ 
sen t of the tax payers of the several ward s that may­ 
be called upon to bear a |x» rtion of the expen se of 
the main trun k sewer. After s-ttlin g these threi 
poin ts, which are the main obstruction s at presen t 
the ord in an ce will come before you for con sid era 
tlon . 
Speakin g from the stan d poin t which I am in d uty 
boun d to respect, the Kin gston Water Compan y, 
like other corporation s, clin gs to that part of its 
con tract with the City win ch favors its in terest 
The water supply is sufficien t for presen t emergen 
cies, an d of a good quality. I call your atten tion to 
the con troversy n ow pen d in g between the Coun cil 
an d the W ater Compan y regard in g the City's right 
un d er the con tract to use water for flushin g sewers 
I refer you to page 4 of the prin ted water con tract, 
where will lie foun d the proposition submitted by- 
Joseph M Low. d ated November.8. 1882, in ad d ition 
to his former proposiiion an d supplemen tal thereto, 
as follows: "To supply water for the mun icipal 
build in gs, school bouses, for flushin g sewers an d 
gutters an d for tho use of carts belon gin g to the 
City; for sprin klin g streets at a sum which shall be 
equal to the amoun t of taxes which may lie imposed 
on the works.” This is the lan guage of the con ­ 
tract, as sign ed by Charles Bruy, by d irection of the 
Common Coun cil as its Mayor, an d by Joseph M 
Low for the Water Compan y. To this con tract you 
gen tlemen , are parties, an d un d er your oaths you 
are in d uty boun d to main tain it. 
The lightin g of the City d urin g the past year has 
shown an average efficien cy, but it d oes n ot meet 
the d esires of man y of our citizen s. Electric light 
lug for the streets is largely favored , an d the d ay is 
n ot far d istan t when the City will have to 
i ad opt this 
method in ord er to keep pace with sister cities, li 
is my wish that the City be lighted in the best pos 
sible man n er an d I recommen d ed , shortly before the 
d ose of the last Coun cil’s work, a plan to light the 
en tire City with 300 d ouble d uplex arc lights of 2,009 
can d le j» wer to burn all n ight an d every n ight in 
the year, if n ecessary, at a cost n ot exceed in g the 
presen t expen d iture for ttiat purpose 
accomplish this the City would have to own , operate 


ig ti 
In ord er to 


an d main tain its own plan t. In less than five years, 
commercial lightin g would pay a large part of the 
run n in g expen ses. By resolution this m atter was 
referred to the Lamp Committee of the presen t 
Board , when appoin ted an d con firmed . I have 
given much thought to this subject an d I am con fi­ 
d en t that the ad option of my recommen d ation s 
would be approved by all citizen s. Does n ot this 
gen eration d eserve at least a small share of the im­ 
provemen ts of the age? The tax payers have re 
d ucei their bon d ed In d ebted n ess n early on e-half 
sin ce 1872. Can you ask them to struggle alon g an d 
han d over to their posterity a City free from d ebt, 
or shall we en joy life, at liest but short, while here? 
These,gen tlemen ,are quest ion s for you to d etermite 
Man y of the streets of the City are n ot In such a 
con d ition as they should lie, n otwithstan d in g the 
effortf of the Street Superin ten d en t to fulfill the d e­ 
man d s of the Common Coun cil with the limited 
mean s a t his comman d . As a possible solution of 
,the vexatious problem of how to main tain the street« 
at the least expen se, I offer the followin g sugges­ 
tion s: The City pays to the Alms Commission ers 
this year $14jOOO—$7,000 for the care of the in san e 
an d $7,000 for the support of the poor, raised by 
gen eral tax. This is in ad d ition to all excise mon eys. 
It seems to me that an arran gemen t could be effected 
whereby the streets might be improved an d the City 
receive value for a con sid erable part of this mon ey. 
It is the custom of the Alms Commission ers to gran t 
what is kn own as “out-d oor relief” to person s n ot 
in mates of the Alms-House, but who n eed provi­ 
sion s an d fuel. By the purchase of a ston e-crusher, 
which could be used at the Alms-House farm,

"out-d oor 
relief ’’ in the preparation of ston o for repairin g the 
streets. If it could be said to the applican t for re­ 
lief, who is often times an able-bod ied man : "Yes, 
we will relieve you, but you must give us value for 
that relief by a d ay’s work or a week’s work in the 
City's quarry.” a large savin g could be effected . 
Durin g the win ter man y ton s of ston e could be got­ 
ten .out in this way without an y in crease of presen t 
expen ses, an d d urin g the summer, paupers, who 
can n ot d o hard man ual labor, could be employed In 
d eliverin g the ston e in carts un d er the d irection of 
the Street Superin ten d en t. I recommen d jthis matter 
t o your serious con sid eration . 
The King sto n City Fire Departmen t, a volun teer 
o rg anizatio n, has reached a maximum, both in 
equipment and person al appearan ce, that can n ot be 
ex celled in an y portion o f the State. Man y of the 
co mpanies, that have atten d ed the State Firemen ’s 
Co nv entio ns, hare d on e hon or to themselves an d 
been a credit to the City. They were the cen ters of 
attractio n fo r the vast multitud es that thron ged the 
streets and, on their return home, have brought 
with them testimo nials o f reward that will be foun d 
reco rded in the ao nais o f the history o f the State's 
v o lunteer firemen. I recommen d to you, gen tle- 
meo , a sense o f gratitud e that all should reel to- 
WtrtU HjeTo rahte&f Fire Departmen t cf this City 
fo r its pro mpt respo nse and its efficien t service ren ­ 
dered fa the past. 
By the pro mpt actio n o f 
the Bo ard o f Health and 
the sanitary o fficers, the spread o f co ntag io us dis­ 
eases and to e sale o f diseased o r spo iled meat hav e 
sev eral times been prev ented during the y ear. The 


health of the in habitan ts of Kin gston is, as a rule, 
excellen t. The Oily Is n oted throughout the State 
for the lon gevity of man y of its citizen s an d the ab­ 
sen ce of in fection s d iseases. 
Before this year closes we shall in all probability 
see a n oble mon umen t to the sold iers an d sailors of 
this City an d the Coun ty who fell in the war for the 
Un ion , erected on the plaza in fron t of the City Hall. 
The gen erosity of private citizen s an d the vote of 
the tax payers of the Coun ty have provid ed a fun d 
for this purpose that testifies to their patriotic ap­ 
preciation of the services of the courageous d ead . 
The mon umen t will stan d as an In cen tive to the pa­ 
triotism of future gen eration s an d as a con stan t re­ 
min d er that our glorious Un ion is cemen ted with 
blood an d must n ever again be assailed . 
Iu con clusion , gen tlemen , let me assure you of my 
earn est d esire that all our acts shall lie for the ben e­ 
fit of the City of Kin gston . Let us hold all City of­ 
ficials to a strict accoun tability, an d let us be n ot 
less strict in jud gin g ourselves. Slay our con stitu 
en ts be aid e to s.ij truthfully of us at tbe en d of the

During the vear the bonded indebtedness of the 
City has been reduced $85,380 and now am ounts to

Action has also been taken by which $68,000 of 6 
per cent, bonds will be refunded by the issue of 3 per 
cent, bonds, thereby effecting an annual saving of 
$2,040 in interest. 
The question of sewers has agitated the public 
mind to some extent. Those who feel the need of 
sewers are more outspoken in their desire and are 
more active in pushing their construction. 1 his is a 
subject th at requires your careful consideration. In 
connection with it I would invite your attention to 
these suggestions: 1. The adoption of a system that 
will give perm anent relief. 2. 1'he construction of a 
main trunk sewer and the location of its outlet iu a 
place beyond dispute 
3. The obtaining of the con­ 
sent of the tax payers of the several w ards that may 
be called upon to bear a portion of the expense of 
the main trunk sewer. After s-ttling these three 
points, which are the main obstructions at present, 
the ordinance will come before you for considera­ 
tion. 
Speaking from the standpoint which I am in duty 
bound to respect, the Kingston IVnter Company, 
like other corporations, clings to that part of its 
contract with the City which favors its interest. 
The w ater supply is sufficient for present em ergen­ 
cies, and of a good quality. I call your attention to 
the controversy now pending between the Council 
and the W ater Company regarding the City's right 
under the contract to use water for (lushing sewers. 
I refer you to page 4 of the printed w ater contract, 
where will he found the proposition subm itted by 
Joseph M Low. dated November 3. 1882, in addition 
to his form er proposition and supplem ental thereto, 
as follows: “ To supply w ater for the municipal 
buildings, school bouses, for flushing sewers nnd 
gutters and for the use of carts belonging to the 
CJity; for sprinkling streets at a sum which shall he 
equal to the am ount of taxes which may be imposed 
on the works." This is the languag.-' of the con­ 
tract, as s'gned by Charles Bmy, by direction of the 
Common Council as its Mayor, and by Joseph M. 
Low for the W ater Company. To this contract you, 
gentlemen, are parties, and under your oaths you 
are in duty bound to maintain it. 
■ The lighting of the City during the past vear has 
shown an average efficiency, but it does not meet 
the desires of many of our citizens. Electric light­ 
in g for the streets is largely favored, and the day is 
not far distant when the City will have to adopt this 
method in order to keep pace with sister cities. It 
is my wish th a t the City be lighted in the l«*st pos­ 
sible m anner and I recommended, shortly before the 
close of the last Council's work, a plan ¿o light the 
entire City with 300 douhle duplex arc lights of 2,000 
candle pow er to burn all night nnd every night in 
the year, if necessary, at a cost not exceeding the 
present expenditure for that purpose. 
In oriler to 
accomplish this the City would have to own. operate 
and m aintain its own plant. In less than five years, 
com mercial lighting would pay a large part of the 
running expenses. By resolution this m atter was 
referred to the Lam p Committee of the present 
Board, when appointed and confirmed. I have 
given much thought to this subject and I am confi­ 
dent th a t the adoption of my recommendations 
would be approved by all citizens. Does not this 
generation deserve at least a small share of the im- 
Srovements of the age? The tax payers have re- 
uced their bonded indebtedness nearly one-half 
since 1872. Can you ask them to struggle along and 
hand -over to their posterity a Citv free from debt, 
or shall we enjoy life, a t best hut short, while here? 
These,gentlem en,are questions for you to determ ite. 
Many of the streets of the City are not in such a 
condition as they should be, notw ithstanding the 
.effort? of the Street Superintendent to fulfill the de­ 
mands of the Common Council with the limited 
means at his command. As a possible solution of 
,tbe vexatious problem of how to m aintain the streets 
at the least expense. I offer the following sugges­ 
tions: The City pays to the Alms Commissioners 
•this Tear $14.000—$7,000 for the care of the insane 
and $7,000 for the support of the poor, raised by 
general tax. This is in addition to all excise moneys. 
It seems to me th at an arrangem ent could be effected 
whereby the streets m ight be improved and the City 
receive value for a considerable part of this money. 
It Is the custom of the Alms Commissioners to grant 
what is known os “out-door relief” to persons not 
inmates of the Alms-House, but who need provi­ 
sions and fuel. 
By the purchase of a stone-crusher, 
which could be used at the Alms-House farm,

During the winter many tons of stone could be got­ 
ten.out in this way without any increase of present 
expenses, and during the summer, paupers, who 
cannot do hard manual labor, oould be cm ploy is 1 in 
delivering the stone in carts under the direction of 
the 8treet Superintendent. I recommendjthis m atter 
t o your serious consideration. 
The Kingston City Fire Department, a volunteer 
organization, has reached a maximum, both in 
equipment and personal appearance, that cannot be 
excelled in any portion of the State. Many of the 
companies, that have attended the State Firemen's 
Conventions, have done honor to themselves and 
been- a credit to the City. They were the centers of 
attraction for the vast multitudes that thronged the 
streets and, on their return home, have brought 
with them testimonials of reward that will he found 
recorded in the annals of the history of the State's 
volnnteer Are (hen. I recommend to you, gentle­ 
m en .» sense of gratitude that all should reel to- 
m É lh m tr m ta t& t « r e Department cf this City 
far its prompt response and its efficient service ren­ 
dered fa the past.

THE NEXT PRESWENTIA L EL ECT ION. 


The St. Louis Globe Democrat discusses the 
chances of electing a Republican President in 
1893, and comes to the conclusion that it will 
depend upon the vote of either Indiana or 
New-York. 
It points out that 182 electoral 
votes of existing states arc aa secure as they 
were in 1888 and 1884, and that to these can 
be added the thirteen votes of the four new 
states, making 19o in all. 
Rut the total will 
be raised to 414. and lienee 208 will lie neces 
Bary to a choice. 
The 15 votes of Indiana 
will suffice for this and give an excess of two, 
or the 36 of New York will give a surplus of 
23. 
The situation is improved to such an ex­ 
tent that the party can win with Indiana 
alone, whereas at the late election it was ne 
cessary to have New York. 
All this is on the assumption that the new 
apportionment of Representatives w ill not In- 
made in time for the election of l'flt'i. it this 
is done, however, it is likely to change the lo­ 
cation of the Electors sufficiently to give the 
decision to the reliably Republican states. 
Thus, In the tables of populations furnished 
by the World Almanac, a Democratic publi 
cation, for 18*0 and 18x8,we find the increase 
from the earlier to the later period to have

The gain to the

only remains one more vote necessary, amt 
this can be as easily won from Connecticut or 
West Virginia as from New Y ork or Indi­

There is no good reason w hy the appor­ 
tionment should not Is; made in tim e for the 
election of 1892. 
The census w ill be taken iu 
1890 and lie liefore the present Congress ut its 
last session. 
The fifty-second Congress will 
then have been elected, aud it w ould lie futal 
folly for the fifty first to allow the apportion 
m eat to go over if its successor should lie 
Democratic. 
There will be abundance of 
time for th* present Congress to make the 
apportionment. 


WISDOMS FINANCIAL FEAT. 


Matthew Marshall furnishes in the New 
York Nun a history of Secretary W indom ’* 
great financial feat of reducing the Interest 
on government bonds in 1881, w ithout calling 
upon Congress. 
The preceding Congress had 
passed a bill for the refunding at 3 lier cent 
of the $672,000,000 6 and 5 per cents, which 
were to become redeemable in May and June 
of that year, but President H ayes vetoed it 
on the ground that it would em barrass the 
National banks. 
Rut with governm ent 4 pc 
cents selling iii the m arket at 112, it was not 
consistent 
with Mr. 
W indom 's 
ideas of 
economy 
to 
keep on 
paying 5 
ami 
per cent, which meant a loss to the govern 
meld of ut least $10,000 OOO per year. 
So 
with only $50,000,000 in the treasury and 
about $105,000,000 of unissued I percents 
he lioldly announced on April H ill 
that on 
July 1st he would pay the $202,000,000 of 
per cents then maturing, or so m uch of them 
as were not in the meantime presented forex 
pension at the pleasure of tile government at 
3 | per cent. 
Had the banks which held their 
bonds as security for circulation combined 
and sent in the whole sum for rcdcmptiim 
they would Ila vc embarrassed the Treasury 
But this was not done, 
Each bank fur itself 
was willing to accept the 3$ per cent 
instead of the rash, and in a m outh all tin 
per ce lts bad been sent in and stam ped with 
an agreement on the part of Hie governm ent 
to pay 
per cent, the lanais to In* redeem 
able nt the governm ent’s option, 
A simlia 
course was then followed w ith the $470,000, 
OOO 5 |ier cents, ami liy A ugust 12th Hicm 
also had been extended. 
The Instils tim 
extended were in 1882 converted into 3 pf 
cent bouds. and the hank* very gladly ac 
ceptcd them, 
bince then they have bought 
millions of 4 per cents at rates w idth will 
bring them hardly 24 per cent if they holt 
them till m aturity, and many of them have 
expressed a wish for a 2 per cent l*ond 
to run 20 years. 
These facts prove the 
soundness and strength of the governm ent’s 
credit among the financial classes of the 
country. 
The cost of the transaction was 
$6,000 for printing and $1,500 for other ex 
pen sos. 
The saving effected was at the rate 
of $10,500,000 a year. 
Mr. W indom ’s com ­ 
pensation for this great service was a half- 
year’s salary as Secretary of the Treasury at 
the rate of $8,000 a year. 
The problem which now confronts Mr 
W indom is exactly the reverse of that of 
1881. 
He finds a surplus in the Treasury and 
no bonds maturing. 
This has not licen skill­ 
fully or profitably solved by Mr. Cleveland's 
" Young Napoleon of Finance,” Charles S. 
Fairchild, but Mr. Windom w ill soon set his 
brains at work upon it. 


WHISKY LEGISLATION IN NEW JERSEY. 


The local option repeal bill in the New 
Jersey Legislature, as amended by Senator 
Baker, a rural Democrat, threatens that party 
with disruption. 
The repealers were getting 
along swim m ingly uii'il Huker brought fo r 
ward bis am endm ent and was able with the 
ald of Republican votes to fasten it upon the 
bill. 
The Senate contains l l Dem ocrats and 
IO Republicans, hence Raker found himself 
Um “ balance of power.” 
The am endm ent is 
not mach of a tem perance measure, hut it 
furnishes to the people of the rural towns a 
partial antidote for the loss of local option.

Baker is plucky, and succeeded 
in|forcing the Democratic Legislative caucus 
to accept the amendment, as the very best 
thing that the deniers could get. 
The un ii 
of the little saloons who arc driven out of tile 
business by this provision, will either take 
their revenge upon the Democratic party next 
fall, or move over into New York and take 
their places under the standard of tiuit model 
cham pion of free whisky, David B. Hill. 
The adoption of the amendment is signifi­ 
cant only as indicating a wholesome fear on 
the part of the Democracy of the temperance 
sentiment of (lie state. 
They evidently real­ 
ize that Democratic zeal for tile whisky trade 
may lie carried too far. 
They have seen 
county after county recording itself against 
license, and understand Hie necessity of pla­ 
cating the people therein with a partial meas­ 
ure of restraint while they take care of the 
Democracy iii the big cities, in accordance 
witli their pledges.

T w i l i g h t P a r k , March 8.—Few persons 
visit the Catskills in winter, yet the trip is 
well w orth taking. 
Five hours’ride over the 
W est Shore to Kingston, and thence upon 
the Ulster <fe Delaware to Phoenicia and the 
Stony Clove Railroad to Hunter, will bring 
the visitor to the heart of the mountains. 
The journey is rapid and full of interest. 
The frozen Hudson affords a continuous pan­ 
orama. with skaters and ice-boats skimming 
its crystal surface, and with every pictur­ 
esque feature of the landscape exhibiting new 
beauty in the winter sunshine, reflected from 
the snow-crowned hills. 
A fter leaving Kingston and entering the 
m ountain region there is something note­ 
w orthy or surprising tit almost every turn, 
while the valley leading from Phoenicia to 
the fam ed Stony Clove affords ti marvellous 
array of beautiful scenery. 
The m ountains now look their grandest. 
Stripped of all verdure excepting un oc­ 
casional hemlock, there is nothing lo obstruct 
the view. 
The stony ledges rising tier on 
tier in terraced grandeur arc only relieved 
from grimness by the flecks of snowdrift, fill 
ing every gap and hollow and scar with soft 
whiteness.

to Ledge End and P riss Club College, with 
its superb outlook through the Kaaterskill 
Clove away across the Hudson Valley to the 
Berkshire Hill*, 3.’) miles distant, and then to 
Hants Cruz Falls, and so on to Wildcat and 
Butterm ilk Falls anti Palenville, Overlook, 
each with their famed attractions and widen­ 
ing view.
